MOSCOW, March 2.—Twenty-one 
former Soviet leaders went on trial 
for. treason today with the an- 
nouncement most of them had con- 
fessed. 

All of the defendants but N. N. 
Krestinsky pleaded guilty as soon 
as the indictment was read and 
the president of the court, Vasily 
V. Ulrich, questioned them, 


The trial opened before a jammed 
courtroom, 


The indictment was read before 
the Military Collegium of the Su- 
preme Court. It alleges espionage 
by various former members of the 
Government on behalf of Germany, 
Japan, Great Britain and Poland. 
The men are accused of conspir- 
ing to overthrow the Soviet Union 
and hand huge slices of Russian 
territory to foreign Powers. 

The court announced a secret ses- 
sion would be held at some time 
in the future, presumably to hear 
testimony concerning the part of 
foreign powers in the plot. 

Judge Ulrich, who sat in the 
treason trials of August, 1936, and 
January, 1937, was flanked by two 
other Judges, all wearing army 
uniforms,

Krestinsky's unprecedented de- 
fiance of his accusers introduced a 
new, sensational note in Soviet trea- 
son trials. 

“I did not commit the crimes of 
which I am accused,” he shouted, 
“I have been a member of the 
(Communist) party and still con- 
sider myself one.” 

Krestinsky, long the Soviet am- 
bassador at Berlin and later First 
Assistant Commissar of Foreign Af- 
fairs, had an exchange with Alexis 
I. Rykov, former Premier of Rus- 
sia. “Rykov lies,” he shouted. “I 
speak the truth.” 

“Beginning at noon today?” re- 
torted Andrei J. Vishinsky, the 
prosecutor, referring to the confes- 
sion Krestinsky repudiated. 

“Yes,” said Krestinsky.

On Feb. 28 It Reached Record High 
Of $87,682,733,792, Treas-

Federal debt rose o a new rd 
of 337,682, 788,79 2 on Feb. 28, the 
daily Treasury statement showed 
today. 


The debt increased 61,208,120, 060 


in the first eight months of the fis- 
cal year and is now $3,000,000,000 
higher than it was a year ago. 

Feb. 28, the deficit was $1,053,- 
198,485, compared with §2,046,015,- 
287 on the corresponding date a 
year ago. Including the $250,000,- 
000 new relief appropriation just 
voted by Congress, the deficit is ex- 
pected to reach $1,544,345,300 by 
June 30, the end of the fiscal year. 

Receipts in the first eight months 
of the year totaled $3,860,284,765, 
compared with $2,716,709,242 in the 
corresponding period of the pre- 
vious year. 


REMOVAL OF MADAME CHIANG 
AS AIR CORPS HEAD REPORTED 


Her Brother, T. V. Soong, Long Fi- 
nance Minister of Ohina, Said 
to Have Relieved Her.

SHANGHAI, March 2—4 dis- 
patch from Hankow reported today 
that Mme, Chiang Kai-shek, wife 
of the Generalissimo, had been re- 
placed as head of the Chinese air 
forces by her brother, T. V. Soong.

He was educated 
at Harvard University.

Lawyer Blames Ex 

At the request of their attorney, 
with the consent of the District 
Attorney, the other counts in the 
indictment against the Vivianos 
were dismissed. They were indict- 
ed on separate counts for evasions 
in each of five years, 1929-33 inclu- 
sive, but their pleas were on the 
first count, as to 1929, only. 

In a statement to the court John 
S. Leahy, attorney for the Vivianos, 
laid all responsibility for the tax 
evasion at the door of Serafino d’ 
Allessandro, former secretary of the 
macaroni company, who was indict- 
ed with them. The charge against 
d' Allessandro, however was struck 
by the Government, with leave to 
reinstate, : 

D'Allessandro, Leahy said, pre- 
pared all the tax returns, kept the 
books of the company, and wrote 
the letters the Viviano brothers 
signed. None of the Vivianos, he 
said, made “one scratch of a pen 
— pencil“ to the tax returns, except 

in signing them. 
No Criminal Intent. 

The evidence, Leahy asserted, 
would convince any jury of “rea- 
sonable” men that there was no 
crimina] intent on the part of the 
Viviano brothers. 

The former secretary of the mac- 
aroni compahy, Leahy said, falsi- 
fied its books and records, because 
he was paid a bonus, dependent on 
the amount of the profits. He was 
an officer of the firm for more 
than 25 years, the attorney said, 
and was not suspected, until Sep- 
tember, 1934, when he reported he 
had been kidnaped and robbed of 
$3400 in company funds under 
strange circumstances. 

After that reported kidnaping 
and robbery, Leahy said, the Vivi- 


ano brothers asked Leahy what he | 


thought of d’Allessandro’s conduct, 
and as a result of suggestions made 
by Leahy and Walter W. Smith, 
president of the First National 
Bank, an audit was made of d’Al- 
lessandro’s books. 

With the information obtained by 
that audit, Leahy said, he had taken 
the Viviano brothers before the in- 
telligence unit of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, to report, of their 

own volition, that the income tax 
returns they had filed were not cor- 
rect, 

The taxes owed by the Vivianos 
and corporations in which they are 
interested were listed by District 
Attorney Blanton as follows in his 
statement to the court: V. Viviano 
2 Bros. Macaroni Manufacturing 

$18,831; Viviano Estate, $647; 
— of Pietro Viviano, 51087; 
Gaetano Viviano, $11,893; Salvatore

No Return From Estate. 

Vito Viviano’s income was stated 
as $130,607, on which he should 
have paid a tax of $6898. He report- 
ed income of $34,316 and paid $107. 

The macaroni company’s income 
for the period was $147,952, on 
which it should have paid a tax of 
$18,140. It reported income of $11,- 
565, and paid $495. 

The Pietro Viviano estate, for 
which Vito Viviano was adminis- 
trator, made no income tax re- 
turns in the three years, 1929 to 
1931. Its income was $59,508, on 
which it should have paid a tax of 
$1037. 

Two methods were used in evad- 
ing the tax, Blanton told the Court, 
One involved understatement of the 
income of the macaroni company, 
by padding its books with entries 
which appeared to represent pur- 
chases of supplies, although no sup- 
plies were purchased on these pad- 
ded entries, the money actually go- 
ing direct to the Viviano brothers. 
The other involved the Viviano Es- 
tate, a corporation which holds 
title to the real estate used by the 
macaroni business. Expenses of 
the Viviano Estate, Blanton said, 
were arbitrarily overstated, and 
the money represented by these 

tries distributed directly to the 

iviano brothers. 
Omitted From Returns. 

The three brothers, in their in- 
come tax returns, the District At- 
torney added, omitted “almost en- 
tirely” the money they received 
through these fictitious purchases, 
and the payments from the Viviano 
Estate which were obtained by 
padding its expense accounts, 

Both Blanton and the defense at- 
torney told the Court something of 
the business careers of the Viviano 
brothers, who came to this country 
about 1900 and built the macaroni 
business into a prosperous enter- 
prise. Vito Viviano’s first work in 
this country, his attorney said, was 
as a railroad laborer. As he saved 
a little money, he sent for his 
other brothers, and later they 
brought their parents to this coun- 


try. 

Pietro Viviano was murdered in 
1915, but his one-fourth share of 
the profits of the business has been 
paid regularly to his widow, Attor- 
ney Leahy said. 

Blaming the tax evasion scheme 
on d’Allesandro, Leahy said he was 
an educated man, and men who 
could scarcely read or write”—re- 
ferring to his clients—“could hard- 
ly concoct it or carry, it out“ 

Blanton, however, said the Gov- 
ernment relied on statements d‘Al- 
lesandro had made that what he 
did he did at the direction of his 
employers. It was for that rea- 
son, he indicated, that the charge 
against d’Allesandro had been dis- 
missed.

Statement on Position 
of Wound. 


By the Associated Press, 
DELAVAN, HI., March 2.—Sher- 


iff Ralph Goar, investigating the 


fatal shooting of a bride of five 
weeks, said today it would not 
have been impossible but it was im- 
probable that the victim could have 
fired the gun herself.” 

The Sheriff said he learned the 
victim, Mrs. Betty Crabb, 19 years 
old, was right handed, which fact, 
he said, would have made it diffi- 
cult for her to shoot hersedf in the 
right breast with the long-barreled 
revolver found beside her body in 
a bedroom of her -father-in-law’s 
home. 

The Sheriff and State’s Attorney 
Rayburn IL. Russell said they 
planned to question again the 
bride’s husband, James Crabb, 24, 
and his father, Willis Crabb, presi- 
dent of the Delavan bank. 

The Sheriff said the elder Crabb 
told him the young pair, who 
made their home with him and 
nis second wife, returned early 
yesterday from a party arranged 
in their honor and declared they 
were intoxicated and noisy. 

Sheriff Goar said the elder Crabb 
summoned two police officers to 
aid him in quieting the pair. The 
shooting occurred while the offi- 
cers were standing in the yard. 

Dr. Nelson Wright, Tazewell 
County Coroner, who ordered an 
inquest for 2 p. m. Friday, said an 
autopsy on the girl’s body showed 
a .45-caliber old-fashioned revolver 
was fired at a distance of about 
eight inches. Slight powder burns 
were found, he said, on the vie- 
tim’s breast and negligee.

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SCIENCE REVIVES A LAGGING INDUSTRY. 

The average citizen, reading in his newspaper that 
17 new derricks have been erected in Centralia, or 
that three new wells have been brought in near 
Mount Vernon, or that the State’s of] production has 
been tripled in the last year or so, will hardly re- 
aline that Southern IIlinois owes the revival of its 
oil industry to science. Yet this is the fact. The 
new pools have been found in an area regarded, 
until a few years ago, as barren. 

After the Southern [Illinois of] industry had 
dropped to a point of relative unimportance, the 
Illinois Geological Survey began intensive geophys- 
ical research to ascertain if unexploited domes did 
not exist in the Illinois basin. The results were fa- 
vorable, and further scientific surveys located a num- 
ber of likely formations for drilling. Actual drilling 
proved the scientists right. Bight new wells were 
brought in almost immediately. 3 

Application of scientific methods has cut drilling 
losses 50 per cent. The new oil pools disclosed have 
increased the oil reserves of Illinois by more than 
100,000,000 barrels, according to State Geologist M. 
M. Leighton. Science restored a dying Illinois in- 
dustry to life, after the “wildcat” methods of the 
“practical” ofl men had proved inept. Thus do the 
laboratory and the notebook triumph again over un- 
guided manpower in industry. 
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NO RED HUNT IN KANSAS. 

It is difficult to determine which group, among all 
those affected, is most greatly benefited by the Kan- 
sas Senate's action in killing the bill, passed by the 
House, for an inquiry into “subversive activities” at 
the State university. 

The students and faculty are spared the ordeal of 
being spied upon and pilloried and perhaps suffering 
the suppression of legitimate activities. The State 
is saved from the nationwide ridicule and unfavor- 
able publicity that always accompany a Red hunt 
of this sort. The Senate vote keeps the Legislature 
and its investigators from becoming a laughing stock.

Political control of old-age pensions has led to the padding of rolls in other states 
than Oklahoma, asserts writer; for politicians to “have money to distribute and 
not to distribute it is suicide; Federal law specifies that civil service meth- 
ods shall apply in selecting staffs, but its terms are so general as to invite evasion.

EVELATIONS of the operation of the 

Social Security Administration in Okla- 

homa may be taken as a typical exam- 
ple of what is going on behind the scenes 
in many states. The law itself encourages 
building patronage machines in each state. 
The act contains all the necessary ingredi- 
ents for making it an accomplished spoils 
system, embellished by illusory and decep- 
tive provisions indicating that it operates 
under the sanctity of the so-called merit sys- 
tem. 

The Oklahoma scandal is not the first 
fruit of the operation of this enterprise, but 
the Washington board has been able to sup- 
press other revelations, The Oklahoma dis- 
grace probably wotild not have been seized 
upon by the board for public display except 
that it afforded opportunity for the board 
to place itself on the side of indigna- 
tion and outrage against graft and corrup- 
tion and give the country the impression 
that the board stands for purity and integ- 
rity. 

Self-preservation is the first law of the 
Social Security Board. It is natural that it 
should make a display of the sins of others, 
that its virtues may shine more brightly by 
comparison. 

+ * + 


The set-up of state boards is “a natural.” 
The Federal Government furnishes the mon- 
ey and operating expenses to take care of 
old-age pensions and other costs to a large 
extent. The states do the administering. The 
law provides that officials of state social ge- 
curity administrations shall be selected ac- 
cording to strict civil service rules and reg- 
ulations, The states determine the ironclad 


rules by which selections are made. 


There has been some controversy in Ten- 
nessee, for example, over the operation of 


the merit system. It was alleged that State 


authorities found special merit in members 
of the Legislature and the board declined to 
criticise. Assuming that the method of se- 
lecting social security employes resulted in 
legislators making the highest grades and 
receiving preferential appointments, there is 
reason to apprehend that where members of 
the Legislature attain the highest grade in 


competitive examinations, the law is likely 


to have a low order of administration. 
Assuming that social security administra- 


tors are selected in all states as in Okla-- 


homa, it is not surprising, that it has been 
discovered that in some counties there are 


more persons receiving old-age benefits than 


there are persons in the county who have 
attairied the required age of 65, to say noth- 
ing of the fact that practically everyone is 
on the old-age pension roll. In defense of 
this situation, it may be said that, with the 
consent of the Social Security Board, the 
law is administered iby politicians.

It sounds rather reprehensible in Washing- 
ton to have witnesses testify that persons 
long dead are having checks made out to 
their credit. It appears to be contrary to 
the spirit of the law for a messenger bear- 
ing an old-age pension check to be met at 
the door by a butler and refused admission 
to the presence of the pensioner. One is 
almost tempted to believe the pensioner who 
wouldn't come to the door and get his check 
does not deserve to be the object of a gen- 
erous Government. 

* * * 

There are other collateral matters, such 
as payments to persons with wealthy rela- 
tives and sons with large incomes. But the 
Washington revelation, it must be remem- 
bered, is far from the Oklahoma background. 
Each case should stand on its own merit. 

If the Oklahoma situation appears shock- 
ing, it should be remembered that out in the 
breezy West, men have a direct way of 
doing things and scorn the finesse that char- 
acterizes those of other sections, who do 
worse and get by with more because they 
are trained in ways of achieving the same 
results without offending public sensibili- 
ties. 

If there were indications that the situa- 
tion would get better as it progresses, some 
excuse could be advanced for putting up 
with the present scandals and confusions, 
but it looks as if it is going to be worse in- 
stead of better as time goes on. The Social 
Security Board itself might provide a fertile 
field for exploration if anyone should be 
looking for dirt. 

The trouble is that no one knows what the 
answer is, If administration is left solely 
with the states, it would not be difficult to 
guess what would happen, in view of revela- 
tions with the Social Security Board exer 
cising some kind of limited control. If ad- 
ministration should be left exclusively with 
the board, it might be even worse. 

One conclusion the country is not far from 
reaching is that the Government can’t af- 
ford security and graft, too. If graft is es- 
sential to security, it might be as well to 


discontinue both.

And if Mr. Chamberiain fails to 
come to terms with Mussolini, one 
may count upon a revulsion of feel- 
ing in Great Britain which will re- 
turn Mr. Eden to power armed with 
something better than a wooden 
sword. In the play and counter-play 
between the democracies and the 
dictatorships, the free countries al- 
ways have had the greater material 
strength. But the others have had 
the stronger will. The issue de- 
pends entirely on whether the de- 
mocracies will use their power, and 
on their capacity to convince the 
dictators that they will use it. 

For whenever, as at Nyon last 
September, as with the Japanese at 
this moment, the democracies really 
mean business, they still can com- 
mand respect and be certain that 
they will be listened to.

Each number had its special 
quality to be sure, but when all 
were lined up in a row their total 
impact was affected considerably 
by the law of diminishing returns. 

Those who found little nourish- 
ment in the program naturally fell 
back upon the personal attributes 


of Mr. Szigeti. Fortunately there- 


was more than enough in his mas- 
tery of his instrument and his tem- 
perament, to keep one’s interest 
continuously engaged. It would not 
be an overstatement to say that 
he found something to love in ev- 
erything that he played. Some- 
times the warmth of his affection 
Was such as to modify the shape 
of the music. This was particular- 
ly evident in his treatment of “La 
Each variation was en- 
dowed with an individual signifi- 
cance and each was expressive, 
persuasive and significant within 
itself as well as in contrast with 
the others. In the process, how- 
ever, the line was considerably dis- 
tended at times and the rhythmic 
values slighted. 

The “Kreutzer” sonata was also 
submitted to a noticeably personal 
treatment, but without working 
any lamentable injury. The first 
movement was genuinely interest- 
ing, which may be recorded as 
something of-a feat. Even a sud- 
den halt in the performance, made 
necessary by the breaking of a 
string, did nothing to impair the 
effect. And the last movement was 
carried through to a dashing con- 


clusion by means of an unflagging 


vitality. : 

The small numbers which made 
up the latter half of the program 
were from the works of Bloch, 
Debussy, Scriabin, Sigurd Lie and 
Stravinsky. The Scriabin “Study in 
Thirds” was Mr. Szigeti’s own ar- 
rangement.

Eleven of these patients had com. 
plete disappearance of the skin 
eruption within six to 12 weeks 
The psoriasis recurred gradually in 
two op three months in all but four 
of the recovered patients. 
ever, the recurring eruptions wert 
not as severe as the original ones, 
and one case in which the treat. 
ment was twice repeate: over ‘an 
eight to 10-week period obtained 
complete disappearance a, ain. 

Great care had to be exercised 
im order to prevent a dangerous in- 
crease in the amount of Vitamin 
D in the body. Vitamin D, as 's 
known, is capable of increasing the 
calcium in the blood, so careful 
studies were carried out in connec. 
tion with the administration to see 
that the 
greatly increased. No harm, how- 
ever, appeared to be done in pa- 
tients by these large doses, and 
patients who are badly troubled 
with chronic widespread psoriasis, 
who can find a physician to co 
operate with them, might get con- 
siderable benefit from such a treat- 
ment.

Vices, Says Lin 


Efficiency, Punctuality and Desire 
for Success Are Our Three Greatest 


Yutang, Chinese 


Scholar, in His Latest Book. 


three great American 
vices seem to be efficiency, 
punctuality, and the desire 
for achievement and success. They 
are the things that make the Amer- 
icans so unhappy and so nervous.” 
What they need, continues Lin 
Yutang, Chinese scholar, is a more 
reasonable way of living, a greater 
realization of the shortness of life 
and the advisability, therefore, of 
making the most of what they 
have. Too great a desire to get 
things done leaves no leisure for 
self-enjoyment, Lin believes, and, 
after all, leaving things undone is 


an equally noble art, less fraying 
to the nerves. Americans would do 


well to adopt a bit of the Chinese 
philosophy and they would have 
more fun, for they would quit try- 
ing to find where the spirit begins 
and the flesh stops and learn to 
harmonize them in a more complete 
enjoyment of life, 

Lin Yutang does not stop at 
pointing out the errors in the Oc- 
cidental perspective, but proceeds 
to discourse on his conception of a 
“reasonable” way of life in his lat- 
est book, “The Importance of Liv- 
ing,” published by Reynal & Hitch- 
cock, which, like his previous “My 
Country and Its People,” has be- 
come the country’s non-fiction best 
seller. The conception, he admits, 
is purely a personal testimony, but 
he “cannot help feeling that this 
view of life is essentially true,” for 
it is based on that of the wisest and 
best Chinese minds. 

It is perhaps a rather materialis- 
tic view, he admits, for it gives idle- 
ness a high place in the scheme of 
things, and makes much of physi- 
cal pleasures, but it is not a cynical 
attitude, since it teaches one “to 
take life more lightly and gaily 
than the average business man 
does.” He salutes the scamp, the 
wayward personality, for he feels 
that the scamp and the spirit of 
the scamp, in this age of dictator- 
ships, “will be the champion of hu- 
man dignity and individual free- 
dom, and will be the last to be con- 
quered. All modern civilization de- 
pends upon him.” He enjoys life 
fully, does not take it too seriously, 
and is aware of its limitations. 

“The world can be made a more 
peaceful and reasonable place to 
live in only when men have imbued 
themselves in the light gayety of 
this spirit. Modern man takes life 
far too seriously, and because he is 
too serious, the world is full of trou- 
bles.” There was more reason in 
the attitude of the Greeks, who ac- 
cepted that man’s was a mortal lot, 
subject sometimes to a cruel fate, 
and then were quite happy as it 
was. They loved this life and this 
universe, and were interested in 
understanding the good, the true 
and the beautiful in life, besides be- 
ing fully occupied in scientifically 
understanding the physical world. 

* * 


IN-YUTANG has no quarrel 
with efficiency kor) getting 
things well done, and concedes 
that he always relies on American 
water taps, rather than those made 
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not leak: But he does question 
which are the wisest, the hustlers 
or the loafers, since the “enjoyment 
of leisure is something which de- 
cidedly costs less than the enjoy- 
ment of luxury. All it requires is 
an artistic temperament which is 
bent on seeking a perfectly useless 
afternoon spent in a perfectly use- 
less manner. And there will always 
be enough fools left in the world 
who are willing to be useful 
s. the business of life can be car- 
ried on,” 


Perhaps efficiency will suffer, 
but that is not important, says Lin, 
even to civilization, since the “final 
test of any civilization is what type 
of husbands and wives and fathers 
and mothers does it turn out? 

“Besides the austere simplicity of 
such a question, every other 
achievement of  civilization—art, 
philosophy, literature and material 
living—pales into insignificance 
. » « In go far as 90 per cent of 
mankind are husbands or wives and 
100 per cent have parents, and in 
so far as marriage and home con- 
| stitute the most intimate side of a 
man’s life, it is clear that civiliza- 
tion which uces better wives 
and husbands and fathers and 
mothers makes for a happier hu- 
man life, and is therefore a higher 
type of civilization.” 

Such a biological viewpoint in- 
volves a conflict between individ- 
ualism and the family, and “be- 
tween the sterile philosophy of the 
intellect and the warmer philosophy 
of the instinct,” since individualism 
and worship of the intellect blind a 
man to the beauties of home life. 
Lin-Yutang thinks intellect is more 
wicked than individualism, since 
“a man believing in the cold head 
as against the warm heart is a 
fool.” ' : 

For that reason celibacy is a 
freak of civilization, he maintains, 
and while other groups méy take 
the place of the family as a social 
unit in a man’s life, the home re- 
mains the only natural, biological, 
satisfying and meaningful unit of 
existence. Women are more con- 


, scious of that fact than men, with

go to bed after supper, snoring 
like cows, are not likely to con- 
tribute anything to culture. 

After all, to make one’s self at 
home, and to look restful, is 
only to help one’s host or host- 
ess to succeed in the difficult 
art of hospitality. I have always 
helped . . . by putting a leg up 
on top of a tea table or what- 
ever happened to be the nearest 
object, and in that way forced 
everybody to throw away ‘the 
cloak of false dignity. -

“Many men have doubts about 


the home, even in America. 

“What real authority the Ameri- 
can woman does exercise is Still 
from her traditional old throne— 
the hearth—over which she presides 
as a happy ministering angel. I 
have seen such angels, but only in 
the sanctity of a private home, 
where a woman glides along in the 
kitchen or in the parlor, true mis- 
tress of a home consecrated to fam- 
ily love. Is it merely because 
woman is more charming and more 
graceful in a chiffon dress than in 
a business jacket, or is it merely 
my imagination? The gist of the 
matter seems to lie in the fact that 
women at home are like fish in wa- 
ter.” 

He believes that men are the 
chief beneficiaries from women’s 


entry into public life, since it has 
added greatly to the amenities in 
office and on the street, since 


voices are softer, colors gayer, and 
desks neater. And in America men 
are having a grander time because 
women are trying harder to please 
them so far as sex appeal is con- 
cerned. His conclusion is that “in’ 
the West, people think too much of 
sex and too little of women.” 
“The whole thing is unnatural 
and unfair,” he concludes after as- 
serting that this over-emphasis on 
sex appeal involves an adolescent 
and inadequate view of the nature 
of woman It is unfair to the moth- 
er and older woman, because 
the old women fight a losing battle 
against the younger women, and, 
after all, they are fighting against 
their own sex. It is foolish, danger- 
ous and hopeless for’ middle-aged 
women to meet younger women on 
the issue of sex appeal. It is also 
foolish because there is more to a 
woman than her sex, and while 
wooing and courtship are necessar- 


ily largely based on physical at- 
traction, maturer men and women 
should have outgrown it.”

UCH a view, he insists, is not

as might be thought, but due to 
the influence of the Chinese family 
ideal, which stresses the husband- 
wife relationship as the foundation

. filial piety. Family life is a tan- 


gible form of immortality, and “ev- 
ery grandfather seeing his grand- 
child going to school with a satchel 
feels that truly he is living over 
again in the life of the child.” 


That has something to do with 
the different attitude toward old 
age of the Chinese, who look for- 
ward to it as a period of privileges 
and respect. It is fitting, argues 
Lin, that they have greater privi- 
leges than the young, since a child 
is not so aware of the materia! 
hardships, has a greater variety of 
enjoyments; “old people are even 
more dependent than the young 
because their fears are more defi- 
nite and their desires more delim- 
ited.” 

He does not understand the Amer- 
ican view of age, with a premium 
placed on youth, for “what do the 
young really know about life, about 
marriage and the true values? 
There is absolutely no meaning in 
it, so far as I can see. “This sort 
of thing is undoubtedly brought 
about by business life, for 1 have 
no doubt there must be more re- 
spect for old age in the home than 
in the office. I see no way out of 
it until the American people begin 
somewhat to despise work and effi- 
ciency and achievement.“ 

Lin Yutang does not exactly de- 
spise them himself. He simply con- 
siders them as detriments to ‘mak- 
ing the most of life. They prevent 
enjoyment of a beautiful sunset or 
trees in bloom; of conversation, 
leisurely enjoyed before a fireplace, 
of good food and drink, of a sense 
of humor. Thereby they make the 
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world unhappy, for people have no 
time to loaf, to enjoy a reasonable 
life. National difficulties would ‘be 
greatly diminished if they con- 

in a sane, friendly spirit 
over a good meal; international af- 
fairs would clarify if diplomats had 
a sense of humor. 

“Send, for instance, five. or six 
of the world’s best humorists to an 
international conference, and give 
them the plenipotentiary powers of 
autocrats, and the world will be 
saved. As humor necessarily goes 
with good sense and the reasonab 
apirit, plus some exceptionally sub- 
tle powers of the mind in detecting 
inconsistencies and follies and bad 
logic, and as this is the highest 
form of human intelligence, we 
may be sure that each nation will 
thus be represented at the confer- 
ence by its sanest and soundest 
mind. How in the name of 
humor are we going to start a war 
under these conditions?”

In that regard Lin Yutang likes 
to think of a millennium “when 
Manhattan will go slow, and when 
the American ‘go-getter’ will be- 
come an Oriental loafer. American 
gentlemen will float in skirts and 


slippers and amble on the sidewalks 
of Broadway with their hands in 
their pockets, if not with both 
hands stuck in their sleeves in the 
Chinese fashion. Policemen will ex- 
change a word of greeting with 
the slow devil at the crossing, and 
the drivers themselves will stop and 
accost each other and inquire after 
their grandmothers’ health in the 
midst of traffic. Someone will be 
brushing his teeth outside his shop- 
front, talking the while placidly 
with his neighbors, and once in a 
while‘an absent-minded scholar will 
sail by with a limp volume 
rolled up and tucked away in his 
sleeve.
